New Business Section May Soon 

Rise at Border of Narberth 



This is your paper and your ad- 
vice is appreciated. 



Indications point to the probabil- 
ity that a large new business section 
will soon spring up on Montgomery 
avenue, facing the northern bound- 
ary of the Borough of Narberth. 

Barred from residential parts of 
the borough by the zoning ordi- 
nance business interests will soon 
take up their stand in Lower Mer- 
ion but a few feet from the borough 
limits it is rumored. 

Several years ago the American 
Stores Company started the talk of 
a new business section by applying 
for a permit to erect a store on 
North Narberth avenue south of 
Sabine avenue. This the borough 
authorities refused on the ground 
that it would be a detriment to the 
borough to have a store established 
in a residential district. 

The matter hung fire for months, 
ending with athreat on the part of 
the interests back of the store to 
take the borough into Court and 
compel them to issue a permit. 

In the meantime, though, the zon- 
ing law went into effect and the 
matter died a natural death. 

The first indication of a new de- 
velopment on the northern hem of 
Narberth came some months ago 
when Joseph T. Barclay, of Lion- 
ville, Pa., a former resident of Nar- 
berth, purchased a plot of ground 
on Montgomery avenue just west 
of Albrecht's Nurseries and erected 
a sign announcing that stores would 
be built. 

He sold the plot, however, to Rit- 
tenhouse Brothers, who are now 
erecting a group of stores. 



Next appeared stakes at the 
northeast corner of Narberth and 
Montgomery avenues and it is 
stated that James A. Stretch is be- 
hind a plan to erect a business 
building on that corner, one of the 
principal entrances to the borough. 

Unconfirmed reports are about, 
also, that plans are hatching for a 
development further east on the 
pike at Gordon avenue. It is ru- 
mored that L. Stanley King, well- 
known druggist of Cynwyd has 
purchased the plot with the inten- 
tion of erecting a new drug store. 

Closely allied with these begin- 
nings of a new business block come 
plans of property owners for the 
widening of Montgomery avenue at 
that point. A. E. Wohlert, owner 
of the Garden Nurseries, has pre- 
pared plans to widen the pike nn 
front of his holdings for about 12 
feet. 

He has approached Hansell 
Brothers, owners of the adjacent 
frontage, and they have indicated 
their intention of joining in the im- 
provement. No definite plans have 
been announced by either of these 
owners as to just when the widen- 
ing will be done. Efforts will be 
made to have all the property 
owners join in the project. 

The planned new business section 
would draw trade from a part of 
the north side of Narberth, from 
the "suburbs" on the other side of 
the borough line and from the new 
developments at and near the old 
Belmont Race Track.

Over $513,000 will be distributed 
from now until December 10 to 
residents of the Main Line, mem- 
bers of Christmas Clubs in banks 
from Bala-Cynwyd to Paoli. Checks 
are now being sent out by some of 
the banks ; others will follow short- 

iy- 

Christmas Clubs have proved 
popular here since they were first 
inaugurated some years ago and 
have grown rapidly. This year $55,- 
000 more will be distributed by 
Bryn Mawr, Ardmore and Bala- 
Cynwyd banks than last year. This 
reflects a growth of 1100 per cent., 
as the increase in these banks last 
year over the previous year was but 
$5000. 

In 1925 the Bryn Mawr, Ard- 
more and Bala-Cynwyd banks sent 
out checks for $361,000. This year 
these same institutions will send out 
checks totaling $406,000. This is 
a net increase over last year for the 
lower Main Line banks of $55,000. 

The Merion Title and Trust 
Company, the largest financial in- 
stitution on the Main Line, with of- 
fices in Ardmore, Narberth and 
Bala-Cynwyd, will send out the 
largest amount, $230,000. This is 
an increase of $20,000 over the sum 
it distributed to Christmas Club sav- 
ers last year. 

B. M. Trust Best Percentage. 

The Bryn Mawr Trust Company 
will give out but $45,000, but this 
sum represents an increase of $10,- 
000 over its last year's figures. In 
its increase, the Bryn Mawr Trust 
stands second to the Merion Title 
in actual figures and in its percent- 
age.of increase it is far ahead of any 
of the other lower Main Line banks.

No Christmas checks are being 
distributed by the Bala-Cynwyd 
National or by the Narberth Na- 
tional Bank, as these institutions be- 
gan business this year, too late to 
start clubs. Clubs in these instiu- 
tions will likely be inaugurated this 
year. 

Ardmore Leads. 

Ardmore, with $255,000 to its 
credit, leads the other communities 
of the Main Line in Christmas sav- 
ing. Bryn Mawr is second with 
$135,000 and Wayne is third with 
$73,000. 

The last payments to be made in 
the 1925 clubs range from Novem- 
ber 16 to November 30. Payments 
in the 1926 clubs will commence 
November 30 for the Bryn Mawr 
National, December 7 for the 
Wayne Title and Trust, and De- 
cember 1 for the remaining banks 
and trust companies. 

The $513,000 credited to the 
Christmas savers is an interesting 
one to financial authorities, espe- 
cially as Christmas Saving Clubs 
were first opposed here by some 
bank directors when they were in- 
augurated. 

Last Year's Totals. 

The saving totals for last year 
were as follows : 

The Merion Title and Trust Com- 
pany had 400 accounts, totaling 
$210,000. The Ardmore National 
Bank had 800 Christmas accounts, 
with total savings of $25,000. The 
Bryn Mawr National Bank sent 
out checks for $91,000 to 1900 de- 
positors in the Christmas fund. The 
Bryn Mawr Trust Company con- 
ducted its fund this year for the 
first time and sent checks for $35 >- 
000 to about 900 depositors. 
Clubs at First Fads. 

Christmas savings clubs, followed 
by vacation fund clubs, at first her- 
alded as fads, have become institu- 
tions in the various communities 
where banks have taken up the 
idea. Christmas savings clubs are 
most universally popular and their 
discontinuance, were it attempted, 
would be protested most energetical- 

Membership in the clubs is di- 
vided among people in all walks of 
life, the wealthy and the poor, the 
young and the old. In a number 
of instances the Christmas savings 
fund has filled the gap in many an 
emergency. "Dad" has found tnat 
it makes shopping easier and fur- 
nishes an added zest to the joy of 
gift-giving. What is true of "dad" 
is true with the other members of 
the family. Many merchants declare 
that it has increased pre-Christmas 
sales materially.

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FOR BUSY WOMEN 

Many Helpful Books and Magazines 
at the Library. 

Every woman is a busy woman 
these days simply because she is 
living, and it is the desire of each 
one to accomplish each task in the 
best possible manner within the 
limited time available for it. Fore- 
most among these duties is serv- 
ing daily attractive, economical 
and nourishing meals for her fam- 
ily, and not to let that engross her 
whole day. With this in mind the 
Community Library has recently 
purchased "The Busy Woman's 
Cook Book." 

This book shows how to prepare 
and how to serve course dinners in 
15 minutes, in 20 minutes and in 
30 minutes. The menus are varied, 
well arranged, appetizing, with 
"nothing out of a can." The author 
states that she has prepared each of 
these menus on a three-burner gas 
stove with an oven attached, and 
that while they are meant to serve 
two hungry people, adding to the 
portions should not add materially 
to the time required for preparing 
and cooking.

The statistics of the two elevens 
show that Lower Merion will 
have a team on the field that will 
average 158 pounds to the man.
